We might hope with 
reason that seme of the many hum- 
1m» and the love thereof would give 
way in this grand era of progress; but 
the mechanism of man seems to want 
a balance wheel. He has achieved 
wonders In the arts, in science m.d 
philosophy, and made long strides to- 
ward a higher civilisation; nnd yet. 
when It comes down to rultntf himself, 
so as to mulce the most of lift) for him- 
self and his fellows, his head stems to 
fall. Weshouldbegl.nl .o introduce 
woman, the created helpmeet of man, 
to aid In this deliverance from hum- 
Imfwery, but we flnd her as tio|>e1culy 
enthralled as her Adamlc companion. 
There we multitudes of Rood women. 
as there are of men, but we are trent- 
fiie of the great masses that move in 
•oclety; and we find her cultivating 
whlteliands. mi Idiot cut for the hair 
drooping nqaare over the forehead,

MRS OOBB CONVICTED.

The shot was fir- 
ed by the partner o£ the one who was 
held by Mr. Uieryku. The ball glanced 
from tlie bone and causud a painful, 
uut not a d ingerouH wound.

I 
felt that at any moment I could shoot 
it out of the •trength of the current 
into the smoother waters by the shore. 
" I got fully employed with my lines, 


for, as I glided down the stream, my 
take was rapid, and that of the finest. 
So eager was I thtt I failed to pay 
that attention to the drift of my canoe 
which was so needful. 
" It was with a start at last I felt I 


was far too much in the full deep river 
current, and that Its strength would 
need my utmost efforts to escape from 
its grasp. For the first time I felt real 
dread, for the boiling and hiss of tho 
seething waters could almost be heard 
below me. I plied the paddles strongly, 
and for a while 1 had hopes of safety, 
though I had never known tho need of 
the exertions I was now using to draw 
myself out of the mighty force of the 
Mood that sped onward to its fearful 
fall."

One of 
my paddles, overstrained, had broken, 
aud, at tbe me my of the mighty flood, I 
was speeding everymoment more swift- 
ly to what ikMW so well—what I saw 
as plainly wWi my mind's eye as I had 
thousands of times seen it with my liv- 
ing sight.

As It was, it 
danoed along, frolicking, as it seemed 
tojUe; with a: ghastly 'defiance of the 
destiny to which it so surely hurried. 
"I gasped a cry of blessing for da- 


liveranoe. Deliverance? Was it de- 
liverance? for how long?

Authority of P«rent«"Wer Their Chil- 


dren's School Studios. 


IN the case of Trustees of Schools 


against Van Allen, the question as to 
what right a parent has to direct the 
studies pursued by his child who at- 
tends a public school is considered. It 
is held that the Trustees of a school dis- 
trict may prescribe what studies shall 
be pursued, and may regulate the class- 
ification of the pupils, out that a par- 
ent may select from tho branches pur- 
sued those which the child shall study, 
so long as the exercise of such selec- 
tion does not interfere with the system 
prescribed for the school; and that the 
child cannot be excluded from one 
study simply because he is deficient in 
another. In this case the pupil was 
denied admission to a public high 
school because of his deficiency in a 
knowledge of grammar, which his 
father hod forbidden him to study. He 
had asked to be admitted to pursue only 
those studies in which he was sufficient- 
ly proficient to entitle him to admission 
to the high school. Tho Court held 
that a rule requiring his exclusion wa* 
unreasonable and could not be enforced. 
In Morrow against Wood, in Wiscon- 
sin, a father directed his child, who at- 
tended a public school, to study only 
certain branches among those taught 
in tho school. The teacher, upon no- 
tice of such direction, required the 
child to study other subjects, and upon 
his refusal to do so, whipped him. 
This was held to be an unlawful assault. 
In Kuleson against Post, in Illinois, a 
girl, sixteen years of age, was in at- 
tendance upon a public school to tho 
benefit of which she was entitled, and 
was in a class which, by the course of 
study prescribed by tho Directors of 
the school, was required to study book- 
keeping. Under tho direction of her 
parents she refused to pursue this 
study, and for that reason was. by the 
teacher, acting under the order of the 
Directors, forcibly expelled from the 
school. The Court held that the Direct- 
ors and teacher were all liable in an ac- 
tion of trespass, the Directors having 
no power to prescribe such a rule or to 
authorize tho teacher to enforce it.— 
Albany Law Journal. 


The Secrets of a Bushel McsHnre. 


TUB Pharmaceutical Journal gives 


some curioos information respecting 
the variable results obtainable in the 
measurement 
of dry 
goods. The 


Weights and Measures act of En- 
gland, passed lost session, expressly 
prohibits " heaped measures," and re- 
quires that the measure shall be filled 
as nearly level as the size and shape qf 
the articles will permit. This led to 
some experiments as to the results fol- 
lowing different modes of " striking" 
a measure, that is, of bringing the, 
level of the contents of the measure 
into the same horizontal plane as the 
brim. 


A sample of corn was taken, and the 


true weight of a standard bushel of it 
waa ascertained to be 67 pounds 2 
ounces. But when the ordinary flat 
strike is used the corn left in the 
measure weighs 57 pounds 3 ounces, 
while, if the ordinary round strike or 
roller be employed, tbe quantity of 
corn is increased to 57 pounds 9 ounces. 
If the measure be shaken when struck 
with a round ruler the weight rises to 
62 pounds 15 ounces. The diameter 
of a vessel, in proportion to its depth, 
appears to make little difference in 
measuring grain, unless the diameter 
is less than one-third of the depth.

momently meets in her lungs the pur- 
est of air—air rich in oxygen—the com- 
bustion is perfect, and the bine blood 
becomes red. The city girl, on the 
contrary, from the hour of her birth, 
never has her rights in Heaven's free 
air; her blood meets only, at every in- 
halation, a sort of vitiated gas that has 
been robbed and robbed again of its 
oxygen. That blood never reddens, 
and the pale and haggard countenance 
attests the foulness of the atmosphere. 
Moreover, the free air about the farm- 
house commonly keeps a decent venti- 
lation within it, while only stifled cur- 
rents now and then sigh through the 
narrowest by-ways of the city, and the 
Air that has been breathed over and 
bver still remains to be breathed, eaoh 
time charged more heavily with the 
carbonic acid gas emitted with the 
breathing. The deadly effect of that 
element in the air is sufficiently well 
known without referring to such lessons 
as that taught by the Black Hole of 
Caloutta. or by the Grotto del Cane, or 
by the valley in Java of which the 
school-books toll us, which is one great 
pool of carbonic acid, where the skele- 
tons of its victims still whiten. 


That must be inarvelonsly bod mail' 


ogement in the rural regions which al- 
lows any accumulation of this deadly 
gas in dwellings, since tho action of the 
surrounding vegetation is perpetually 
counteracting its existence. In the 
city, however, only on occasional troe 
stands as a guardian of health, and one 
relies on other wavs of obtaining oxy- 
gen, or else does without it. 


A way of obtainingthis oxygen, often 


but little considered, is the cultivation, 
it is said, of plants in the crowded 
houses. Many people frown upon the 
attempt, with a notion that the intro- 
duction of every fresh plant is but the 
introduction of another pair of lungs 
where there Is not room far those now 
there. Perhaps they would think dif- 
ferently i! they read from Prof. You- 
mans: " When we look upon the luxu 
riant foliage of the tree, we cannot fail 
to be impressed with its beauty, but we 
hardly suspect that those leaves which 
flutter so lightly in the breeze are en- 
gines for the exercise of enormous 
power. Yet such is the fact, for they 
decompose carbonic acid. The atoms 
of a pound of carbon rush into union 
with those of oxygen—they fall down 
the chemical precipice with a force 
sufficient to raise a thousand weights, 
each of a thousand pounds, one foot 
high. This expresses tho strength ol 
their attraction for each othor, and i) 
they are to bo separated, this amount 
of force must bo again expended. So 
powerfully ore the elements of carbonic 
acid held In combination that the chem- 
ist can only separate thorn by the 
double action of a high heat and tho 
most powerful affinity; even then only 
tho carbon is set free, the oxygen re- 
raaininginastate 
of combination. But 


what no chemist has ever boon able to 
accomplish is effected by every green 
leaf and every humble blade of grass— 
they decompose carbonic acid at com' 
mon temperatures, retaining the carbon 
and setting the oxygen free." 
After 


thot it goes without saying that nothing 
can be wiser than for those in the 
stifled city to hang as many plants as 
they can around their windows whore 
they will not obstruct such air as there 
is. So long as authorities themselves 
differ concerning the consequences ol 
plants In sleeping-rooms at night, it 
may be as well to keep sleeping-rooms 
free from them; but all authorities 
unite in declaring that by day oxygen 
Is produced by the action of plants, the 
more froely, according to the more sun, 
and in a ratio largely compensating for 
tho absence of the oxygenating country 
air, giving, meanwhile, an example, 
than which there are few more beauti- 
ful, of the way in which a mutual de- 
pendence exists among all the atoms ol 
the cosmos, and of tho links that unite 
the animal and the vegetable world. 
Everyone who is able to have a fire is 
able to have a plant or two, and those 
who would feol it an extravagance to 
purchase, and are ashamed to beg, had 
better, it would seem, go without the 
price of some portion of a meal far a 
few days, till they dare indulge in the 
luxury; for, although fuel is the food 
of the" body, this oxygon tftus given It 
is tho fire that converts tho fuel to the 
body's needs and uses.—Harper's Bazar.

A few sugges- 
tions are all that will be attempted, 
after which the kind of roses suitable 
for the purpose will be dealt with, for 
the benefit of those who desire to mani- 
fest their taste through the medium of 
their buttonhole. 


To begin with coats, as the back- 


ground upon which the color is to be 
displayed. These for the main port 
black; few if any modifications; blue, in 
shade; mulberry, clarets and the like; 
brown, rarely now used as a self color, 
numerously 
modified in mixtures; 


green, in various shades; grays, the 
most modified in mixtures of all. It 
most be recollected that for the most 
port these are seen in tolerable masses, 
and that the object of the introduction 
of small touches of color upon th«m is 
to lighten up and give smartness to 
that which would be otherwise dull, 
just as artists are prone to introduce 
elderly ladies in scarlet cloaks to give 
life to a picture. Taking the main col- 
ors into account, then we have to con- 
sider what may be used in connection 
therewith to produce an agreeable ef- 
fect. Scarlet, bright reds, deep crim- 
sons and maroons, always look well 
with grays, especially In their lighter 
tones, yellows, from rich to pale whites 
(tinted or not), apricots, scarlets and 
brilliant red will go well with black. 
Indeed, nothing looks better on & black 
ooat than a small, well-matched pair of 
buds, one yellow, 
and tho 
other 


some rich shade of crimson or red. 
Palo orange tints, yellows, whites and 
scarlets, are all admirably suited to 
use with blue. Any tints involving a 
superabundance of red in their compo- 
sition ought to be avoided in connec- 
tion with brown or mulberry; but 
various shades of yellow, in which or- 
ange forms no part, may be appropri- 
ately brought Into use. Bright reds and 
pinks will do well with groen. The 
heathery nondescript mixtures to fash- 
ionable at the present time, are partic- 
ularly difficult to deal with; indeed, we 
eannot attempt an analysis of the good 
or bad colors for such, in the limited 
space at command here. Actual trials 
must be resorted to for ascertaining 
what looks well with the garment—at 
least to the satisfaction of the woarer. 
In oases of doubt or difficulty, recourse 
mayjbe had to the opinion of lady 
friends—the female eye, which appears 
to have an intuitive judgment as to 
color, will be sure to decide right. We 
may just throw out a few general re- 
marks. Light colors upon dark' are 
telling if skilfully contracted; light up- 
on light are ineffective. The primary 
colors, red, blue, yellow, form a good 
contrast with each other, bat their sec- 
ondary compounds must not be brought 
into immediate oonlaot with those 
primaries in which they predominate; 
thus purple ought not to be brought 
near red or Blue. Buds are to be 
chosen in preference to blooms. If the 
latter are employed they ought to be 
rather of the small, close petaled kind 
than those having a large, shell-shaped 
form. Bloom should never be more 
than three parts expanded. Shapely 
buds, rather long than round, arc the 
most elegant, and If two are used they 
ought to match in size and style. One 
of the drawbacks we have to contend 
with in the use of roses for the button- 
hole Is the brittlenesi of the footstalks 
just below the calyx, at which point 
tho flower commonly breaks off. To 
avoid this It is woll to pass a piece of 
"tying wire," used In making up 
bouquet*, once or twice through the 
base of the bad, bringing tho ends 
down a portion of the stalk. If neatly 
done it will not be noticed. Everyone 
should have a little tube, filled with 
water or wet sand, out of sight nnder 
the lapel of the ooat, into which to 
pass the stalk, otherwise the flower 
will soon become limp and stale. There 
is n» background for roses equal to 
to their own foliage, but it must be in 
good condition.—(Jarckner'i Chronicle.

But late in the day, as 
the influx of visitors became great the 
churlish landlord, named Brooks—gen- 
erally called 'Old Billy Brooks'—who 
had small respect for the press and 
very limited ideas as to its power, sur- 
rendered Dickens' bedroom to some 
legal magnate, 
assigning to 'that 


newspaper fellow' one far less roomy 
and comfortable, and placed, in fact, 
just over some stabling. Dickens was 
naturally much annoyed but said little, 
biding his time. When 'Pickwick' 
took the literary world by storm, its 
ludicrous and scarcely exaggerated de- 
scription of the White Horse, • where 
they sold the worst possible wine at tbe 
best possible price,' entirely altered 
Mr. Brooks' notions as to the power of

The Changes In the Fro*;. 


NOWHERE in the animal kingdom is 


there so favorable an opportunity for 
peeping into Nature's workshop as in 
the metamorphoses of the frog. This 
animal is a worm when it comes from 
the egg, and remains such the first four 
days of its life, having neither eyes nor 
ears nor nostrils nor respiratory or- 


,ns. 
It crawls. It breathes through 


i skin. After a while a nock is grooved 
into the flesh. Its soft.lipg are hard- 
ened into a horny beak. The differ- 
ent organs, one after another, bud out; 
then a pair of branching gills, aud last 
along and limber tail. The worm 
has become fish. Three or four days 
more elapse, and the gills sink bock 
into the body, while in their place oth- 
ers come, much more complex, ar- 
ranged in vascular tufts, one hundred 
and twelve in each. But they, too, 
have their day, and ore absorbed, to- 
gether with their frame-work of bone 
and cartilage, to be succeeded by an 
entirely different breathing apparatus, 
tbe initial of a second correlated group 
of radical changes. Lungs are devel- 
oped, the mouth widened, the hornv 
beak converted into rows of teeth; the 
stomach, the abdomen, the intestines, 
prepared for the reception of animal 
food in place of vegetable; four limb*, 
fully equipped with hip and shoulder 
bones, with nerves and blood vessels, 
push out through the skin, while the 
tail, being now supplanted by them as 
a means of locomotion, is carried away 
piecemeal by the absorbents, and the 
animal passes the balance of it* day* as 
an air-breathing and flesh-feeding ba- 
tracbian.—Pmn Monthly.

His name appeared in the papers in 
connection with the subject, and he has 
since been in receipt of numerous bad- 
smelling packages, with letters claim- 
ing each to be the newest and most 
effectual remedy.

Are Moles * Pesti 


THKBK is a great difference of opin- 


ion as to this question. Our own is 
that the mole is harmless as a rule— 
sometimes it damages lawns and gar- 
dens in pursuit of its food, which usu- 
ally Is the earthworm. If It should (to 
through a hill of com and injure it by 
loosening the rootlets, it Is still in pur- 
suit of the earthworm, which is, in dry 
times, found about the roots of corn 
and other vegetables, grass, etc., more 
abundantly than elsewhere. So far as 
our observations extend, we have nev- 
er known the mole to eat vegetable 
matter. It would seem to be, strictly, 
a carnivorous animal. And on this 
head here is something to the point- 
Mr. Weber, one of the savant of Zu- 
rich, Switzerland, recently examined 
the stomachs of a number of moles 
caught in different localities, but failed 
to discover therein the slightest ves- 
tige of plant or roots; whereas they 
were filled by the remains of earth- 
worms. He shut up several of these 
animals in a box containing earth and 
sod with growing grass, and a small 
ease of grub or earthworm*. In nine 
days two moles devoured three hundred 
and forty-one white worm*, one hun-

64,608 closed, and 184,666 open/freight 
car»-to carry forty army corps. In 
one point, however, the German lines 
present, from a military rJolot of view, 
a great wtaknes*. They assort nn«er 
eighty-seven different admintitraUon*, 
with all of which the titaranunent most 
enter into negotiation* in oas« of war, 
while the French lines belong to seven 
large associations.
